Mouth, Who was chiefly concerned in the Affair. 
A Wander of the Common Room near ten o Clock 
at N ight introduced three Gentlemen of another 
Society into College.

4. The Defender next to what he calls 
the more ſcandalous Part of "the Vice-Chancellor's 
Charge, as, „that by the Intempetance of theſe 
«© Men the College was a Scene of Drunkenneſs and 
« Debauchery; that it was covered witlr Filth and 
« Naſtineſs, and its very Bedehambers defiled.” This 
Charge Mr. Defender denies; fo that you have this 
ſtrenuous Champion's Negation, againſt the Vice- 
Chancellor's Aſſertion; you will judge, Sir, how 
far this advances towards a Confutation. By what 
Arguments does he prove this bold Negation of his? 
Why truly by affirming that many of them attend- 
ed: the: Chapel at the Hours of Prayer ; where they 
behaved with Decency and Devotion. Now for ano- 
ther clinching Therefore none could be drunken 
and debauched, and cover the Hall with Filth and 
Naſtineſs. If the Man had ever read Wallis, Watts, 
or Crackanthorpe, before he had ſat down to write 
his Defence, I expect we might have ſeen nn 
more perfect even from Exeter College.

Yet that Mr. Defender cannot aſſert, it being as he 
himſelf obſerves, a Matter of Law ; yes and a Mat- 
of Law even yet undetermined.
